To the Citizens of Litchfield: 


We are glad that we were able to retain Mr. Gaius H. 
Barrett as Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 27 
also Mr. Blodgett in charge of the upper grade room in our 
school and Mr. John M. Priske as instructor of music. 

We were asked by Miss Ruth Colby to accept her resigna- 
tion as teacher of the primary room, to take effect at the 
end of the school year in June, as she wished to resume her 
studies in some special line. We were fortunate in securing 
the services of Miss Florence Center, an experienced teach- 
er and a resident of the town, to carry on the work. 

The hot lunches were continued as usual this winter under 
the supervision of Mrs. Mary Haight. The cost to the par- 
ents for each child is slightly higher this year because of 
higher food prices and the fact that we are receiving no 
surplus commodities from the government. 

Last winter we had trouble with the sewerage at the 
school and it was relieved temporarily. An examination 
during the summer vacation showed that the septic tank had 
given out and would have to be replaced. We could not buy 
a metal one because they are not being made at present, but 
found that we could have one made of akron pipe. This was 
made and installed and we hope that it will be satisfactory 
and last indefinitely.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 23, 1944. 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of Litchfield: 


I herewith submit my third. annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools: 

In spite of war conditions our school is running very nearly 
as usual. At the end of the school year Miss Ruth Colby 
resigned to continue her education. We were foriunate in 
securing the services of Miss Florence Center, an exper‘enced 
teacher from our own town. 

The enrollment in the lower room is comparatively large 
and the opposite condition prevails in the upper room. At 
present there are seven candidates for graduation. Standard 
tests already given show that four of these are a little below 
standard. Knowing where they are below we expect, with 
their excellent cooperation, to bring them up sufficiently to 
meet the required standard. The whole group plans to enter 
high school in the fall. 

Owing to a large amount of sickness and other necessary 
absences several children may have to repeat a grade next 
year. 

Unless more people move into town we expect a small up- 
per grade group and a large lower grade. At present we 
expect only two pupils in the eighth grade next year. 

Like last year we have had to readjust the school program 
during the fall so that the older children could help in the 
fruit and vegetable harvest. We expect a certain amount of 
adjustment for the planting next spring. We have been able 
to meet this need without seriously injuring the school work. 
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We feel that this is a part of the school’s contribution to the 
war effort. 

The teachers and children of the school are to be very 
highly commended for their purchases of bonds and stamps. 
This is a very valuable lesson in good citizenship. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of the excel- 
lent cooperation of the School Board, teachers, pupils and 
all others who have contributed so generously to the success 
of our school work.
